MORGAN BURLEY 
HARVEST FOR ’57 
IS 1,777.3 ACRES 

Harvest Is 57.8 
Acres More Than 
Last Year’s Crop 

Morgan county farmers have 
harvested a total of 1,777.3 acres 
of hurley tobacco this year, 57.8 
acres more than last year, the 
county ASC office reported this 
week. 

But the 1,777.3 acres harvested 
is 142.4 acres less than the co¬ 
unty’s base allotment of 1,919.7 
acres. Last year the county har¬ 
vested 1,719.4 acres which was 
200 acres less than the base allot¬ 
ment. 

However, the additional 57.8 
acres harvested this year is not 
expected to make up for a short¬ 
age in production due to the long 
summer drouth. Most observers 
predict the crop will be 15 to 20 
per cent under last year. 

Last year's 1,719 acres averaged 
1.580 pounds per acre for a total 
of 2,716,020 pounds. A reduction 
of 20% in production would bring 
the count)- average down to 
around 1,265 pounds per acre. And 
the 1,777 acres harvested this 
year would produce an estimated

radius and give advance warning 
to weather observer stations and 
areas in the path of the storm. 
Faster flood warning for down¬ 
stream communities is also to be 
inaugurated.

ALL DEMOCRATS 

Lloyd Conley Is 
“Write-In” Winner 
In Magistrate Race 

Morgan countians elected a full 
set of county and district officials 
in the general election Tuesday. 
But for the most part voting was 
only a formality since all Demo¬ 
cratic nominees except two mag¬ 
istrates won without opposition. 

Morgan countians voted nearly 
2 to 1 against both constitutional 
amendments and gave Miss Doris 
Owens, Democrat, a majority of 
1,274 to 242 over Charles M. Green 
Republican, for Clerk of the Court 
of Appeals. 

The Owens-Green contest was 
the only state-wide race. Miss 
Owens, now serving by appoint¬ 
ment by the court, had piled up a 
lead of 124,977 votes with two- 
thirds of the precincts counted. 
The contest is for the two-year 
unexpired term of the late Charles 
K. O’Connel. 

On Constitutional Amendment 
No. 1 Morgan citizens voted 205 
“yes” votes and 438 “no” votes. 
And on Amendment No. 2 they 
voted 267 “yes’’ votes and 480 
votes. 

Both amendments were defeat¬ 
ed in state-wide voting. Amend¬ 
ment No. 1 would have increased 
from two to five the number of 
amendments that could have 
been submitted at one election. 
Amendment No. 2 would have 
provided -for the appointment of 
a new State board of education 
and a State superintendent to re¬ 
place the elective office of super¬ 
intendent. It also would have 
placed more power in the State 
board’s hands. It was defeated 
105,269 to 74,979 in the state.
